SOIL SURVEYS. IN 


PORTAGE AND WOOD 


Washington, D. C. May 31—Repre 


s-ontatives of the Bureau of Soils o 
the United States Department of Ag 
rieulture are now working upon com 
plete soil surveys of Portage an 
Wood counties. The surveying par 
tips, it is expected, will take severa 
months to complete the examination 
and maping of these counties. 


The department requests co-oper 


r'ion on the part of farmers nnd lant 
owners with the Federal Soil liurvey 
They should be given facilities to 
n ake borings and sample the differ 
r-,it soils. 
They are provided with 


credentials which will be shown upoi 
request. 


As soon as they heve completec 


their investigations, they will make a 
large map showing the various kinds 
of soils and their locations by means 
of colors and shadings. 
This map 


will also show the location of the 
principal roads, schools, churches 
railroads and watercourses. 


Accompanying the map will be 


complete report on the nature of the 
soils, their suitability for growing 
various crops, and suggestions foi 
their improvement by fertilization 
cover crops and crop rotation. 
Thib 


report ana map will not be ready foi 
circulation for some months after 
completion of the survey.

lhat every farmer in Wood and Por- 
tage county should get a copy of 
While it is undoubtedly true tha!

.FIVE CK.VT MKALS. 


1 have before mo a bulletin of the 


American School of Home Economics, 
Chicago, entitled "Five Cent Meals,' 
for which I paid ten cents. In cend- 
ing for the pamphlet I had the 
thought which. 1 llnd very well ex- 
pressed .in the Introduction: "Too 
often poor cooking and the way mon- 
ey is spent, rather than the amount, 
accounts for under nutrition juid 
under development of the children." 


While 1 am not convinced (nor, 


apparently is the author ol the pam- 
phlet, for that matter) that five cents 
For each member ought to be suffi- 
cient expenditure for a family meal 
tor two adults and four children, 
therfc are given/ many receipts of five 
cent meals fully as nutritious as many 
that are served at a cost of several 
times live cents. 
Nor arc the five 


cent meals any less appetizing than 
ixpeusive meals. Indeed, among the 
recipes I find many of my own favor- 
to dishes. 


There are few Wisconsin families, 


n all probability, in wlrch wise econ- 
omies cannot be effected in their liv- 
ing costs, and this applies quite as 
nuch to thoso in straitened circum- 
stances as it does to the well-to-do, 
f not more.

PORTAGEJNO WOOD 


Washington, D. C. May 31—TJepre 


i-entatives of the Bureau of Soils o; 
the United States Department of Ag 
nVulture are now working uaon com 
jjlete soil surveys of Port a go am. 
Wood counties. 
The surveying par- 


ies, it is expected, will take severs 
tionths to complete the examination 
ind maping o.f these counties. 


The department requests co-oper 


•ion on the part of farmers ,-tnd land 


• wners with the Federal Soil Survey 
T'aey should be given facilities to 
n.ake borings and sample the differ- 
ent soils. 
They are provided with 


credentials which will be shown upon 
request. 
As soon as they neve completec 


their investigations, they will make a 
large map showing the various kinds 
of soils and their locations by means 
of colors and shadings. 
This map 


will also show the location of the 
principal roads, schools, 
churches 


railroads and watercourses. 


Accompanying the map will be a 


complete report on the nature of the 
soil's, their suitability for growing 
various crops, and suggestions for 
their improvement by fertilization, 
cover crops and crop rotation. This 
report ana map will not be ready for 
circulation for some months after 
completion of the survey.

that every farmer in Wood and Por- 
tage county should get a copy of.

A paper lifeboat that can he packed 


in a space of about one cubic 
but which, when inflated, is sea- 
,v and durable, is the invention 
retired admiral of the Japanese 


The boat is constructed from 


paper called "hashitarazu, 
treated chemically to make 


it waterproof. The paper comes from 
the mulberry tree. It is unusually dur- 
able, and possesses great strength 
when the stresses are in the direction 
of the fiber. 


A thin sheet of paper that is strong 


when stressed In any direction is 
mads by pasting together two sheets 
with the fibers crossing at right 
.angles. This is/the way.in which the 
paper boats are constructed. 
The 


first boat manufactured by the admir- 
al consisted merely of a large pillow 
with a depression in the center, the 


whole being inflated with air. Be- 
cause ot the ease with which paper 
can be punctured, it was necessary to 
change the method of construction, so 
several pipe-like bags were made and 
placed side by side in the form of a 
raft, which finally -was modified to the 
form of a boat. 


The result is a life-saving craft 


practically immune to wreck, for even 
if one or two" of the pipes are punc- 
tured or broken, thn boat still has 
sufficient buoyancy to be seaworthy.

Bird Houses and How to 


By Ned Dearborn, Assistant Biologist Bureau of Biological Survey 


IRDS may be gathered 


about us in ail seasons 
of the year with ease and 
certainty merely by of- 
fering what they desire. 
In winter they are often 


pushed for food, and if we supply this 
need they will report dally at the 
lunch counter and help to relieve the 
tedium of our Indoor life. 
la sum- 


mer they care less for food provided 
by their human friends, and other 
means must be sought to attract them 
about the home. 
They appreciate 


fresh, water for bathing and drinking. 
A shallow pool of varying depth, if 
only a foot across, becomes on hot 
days a center of attraction for all 
the birds in the vicinity, and it may 
be made with little effort and mate- 
rial; only a small amount of cement Is 
required, or, If that he lacking, a pan 
with stones In It set in the ground 
will be equally serviceable. 
Trees, 


shrubs and vines hearing fruit rel- 
ished by birds are great attractions in 
their season. 


Birds are desirable about premises 


not only on account of their beauty 
and song, but because of the economic 
value. There is, therefore, a double 
purpose 
In 
offering 
them 
special 


nesting facilities. If mud is available, 
swallows, robins and phoebes will find 
and wall their nests with it. 
If we 


put out feathers, bits of wool, or 
twine, a dozen different kinds of birds 
will make use of them. If we furnish 
safe retreats In which they can rear 
their young comfortably, 
most of 


them will be occupied. 
In fact no

effectual than a series of bouses suit- 
ed to the needs and habits of the va- 
rious kinds of house birds. 


A few years ago only four species 


were commonly regarded as house 
birds—the house wren, the bluebird, 
the tree swallow, and the martin. 
Since the movement to protect birds 
and make neighbors of them began, 
however, their natures and needs 
have become better understood, and it 
Is now known that many other species 
will 
avail 
themselves 
of 
houses 


constructed for them by their human 
friends. The practice of erecting bird 
houses in this country, while now na- 
tion-wide, is not so common 
and 


uniformly distributed as It should be, 
and more extended provisions of this 
nature cannot fall to result in a 
largely increased number of house 
birds. 


The habit of nesting in bird houses 


has been adopted by individuals ol 
many species which would not ordi- 
narily be expected to make use of 
such homes, and this may be taken as 
an indication that it will become more 
general from year to year as facilities 
are afforded and as the number of 
birds hatched in houses increases. 


That western wrens and bluebirds 


should take as naturally to artificial 
shelters as did their eastern relatives 
was to be expected. 
On the other 


hand, the use of houses by birds 
which until recently had persistently 
ignored them is surprising and must 
be considered a victory for those who 
have studiously attempted to enlarge 
their circle of feathered neighbors. 


Woodpeckers, nuthatches, and tit- 


mice excavate 
their 
own 
houses, 


usually new ones each year, leaving 
the old homes to less capable archi- 
tects. 
Builders of artificial houses 


generally go to the woodpecker for 
designs, and by varying styles to suit 
the tastes of different kinds of birds, 
have been rewarded by such tenants 
as chickadees, tufted titmice, white- 
breasted nuthatches, Berwick and Car- 
olina wrens, 
violet-green 
swallows, 


crested 
flycatchers, screech 
owls, 


sparrow hawks, and even some of the 
woodpeckers, 
the master 
builders 


themselves. 
Flickers readily accept 


houses built according to their stand- 
ards. Red-headed and golden-frontec 
woodpeckers are willing occupants ol 
artificial houses, and even the downy 
woodpecker, that sturdy little car- 
penter, has, in one instance at least 
deemed such a home a satisfactory 
abode in which to raise a family. Shel- 
ters having one or more sides open 
are used by birds which would never 
venture into dark houses suited te 
woodpeckers. 
They have been occu- 


pied by robins and brown thrashers,

and, in one instance, by a song spar- 
row. 


The number of house birds may be 


still further augmented as time goes 
on. 
All of the commoner woodpeck- 


ers are likely to be included, as are 
several of the small owls and wrens, 
and a few of the wild ducks, as the 


olden-eye. The wood duck Is already 


known to use nesting boxes. Houses 
set close to streams in the western 
mountains will probably be occupied 
by ousels or dippers. Florida grackles 
sometimes breed in flicker boles and 
may be expected to occupy houses 
now and then. In every locality hav- 
ng trees there is a group of birds 
ready to appropriate bouses when 
they have the opportunity. 


House birds differ decidedly in their 


requirements. 
For those which usu- 


ally excavate homes for themselves, 
the diameter for the entrance and the 
depth and diameter of the cavity 
must be in accord with their specific 
standards. 
Some birds are satisfied 


with almost any sort of a lodging. 
Bluebirds and wrens, for example, are 
content to build in tomato cans, al- 
though chickadees 
and nuthatches 


disdain them. Wood is a better build- 
ng material than metal or earthen- 
ware. Entrance holes should be coun- 
tersunk from the outside to exclude 
rain. 
Heads of nails and screws 


should be set rather deeply and cov- 
ered with putty. 
All houses should 


be easy to open for cleaning. 
A 


perch at the entrance is unnecessary 
and may even be an objection, as it 
is frequently used by English spar- 
rows while they twitter exasperating- 
ly to more desirable occupants. 
To 


provide for proper ventilation a row 
of small holes is sometimes bored 
just beneath the eaves, but there 
should never be a ventilating hole 
lower than the entrance, and joints 
should be made tight, as drafts of air 
are dangerous. In case there is dan- 
ger that rain may be driven in through 
the door, a small drainage hole, which 
will be covered by the nest, may be 
made in the middle of the floor. 


The appearance and durability of 


houses are improved by a coat of 
paint. 
A neutral shade of green or 


gray Is suitable for houses mounted 
in trees, while those on poles, being 
conspicuously 
pjaced, 
lend 
them- 


selves harmoniously to the landscape 
when painted white. 


Possibilities In the way of impro- 


vising bird bouses with very little work 
are suggested in this article. 
Ordi- 


nary tomato cans arranged as nests 
will quickly be tenanted by wrens and 
bluebirds. The cans ought always to 
be placed in shaded places, as the 
metal becomes very hot in the sun. 


Bird houses in the southern states 


have long been made from gourds. 
The entrance is in the side and a 
drain hole in the bottom, as shown in 
figure 4, A piece of wire through the 
neck for mounting it completes the 
house. A number of gourds thus pre- 
pared and strung on a pole seems to 
make a satisfactory tenement house 
for a colony of martins. 
Used singly 


they are equally well adapted to 
wrens and bluebirds. 
While gourds 


are not durable when exposed to the 
weather they are easily replaced. 


Ordinary wooden boxes, if clean, 


can be made into bird houses by 
merely nailing on a cover and cutting 
out an entrance hole. 
Such make- 


shifts are rarely weatherproof and are

Branches 


containing real 
woodpecker holes, 


when obtainable, 
are perhaps the 


best attraction that can he offered 
most house birds in th_- breeding sea- 
son. 
By carefully fitting such a 


branch to a fruit or shade tree its 
foreign origin will scarcely be noticed. 


A good house may be made from 


a log or large branch, hollowed by de- 
cay, if it is fitted with a top and bot- 
tom. 
Tho cover should be put on 


after the log is fastened into place. 
Either the top or bottom should be 
removable. 
Another way of making 


a log house is to split a straight- 
grained log two feet or more in length 
through the middle and then to cut 
out a cavity with a gouge. The exca- 
vations in the two halves can be 
made to'tnatch exactly by means of n 
pattern or template having the size 
and shape desired for the proposed 
cavity through the plane of cleavage. 
The top of this house should be cov- 
ered with tin or zinc to keep out 
moisture. The halves should be fas\ 
tened together to be taken apart an<! 
cleaned. 
Phoebes like to nest about 


buildings, and a simple shelf under , 
the roof of a porch or shed is all they 
require.

catbirds, 


brown thrashers and song sparrows 
requires little lumber or labor, and 
one may well be placed in every patch 
of weeds or brush frequented by these 
birds.

Houses placed on poles are es- 


pecially suitable for swallows.

In building a 


house for flickers it should be so 
arranged that the roof can be lifted 
in the same way as a stopper is re- 
moved from a bottle. 
A house suit- 


able for members of the woodpecker 
family may also be used for nut- 
hatches, titmice and chickadees. 


A house designed for wrens and 


house finches may bo placed on a 
tree or fence post.

so conspicuously lacking in most other 
birds. They usually contain not less 
than 10 to 12 rooms^and for this rea- 
son are relatively complicated, espe- 
cially if they are miniatures of elabor- 
ate buildings, as -is often the case. 
Like the single-room houses, tbey 
should be easy to inspect and clean 
from top to bottom and, if possible, 
should be made proof against the 
English sparrow. 
When a martin 


house is exposed to strong winds it 
may be advisable to attach guy wires 
to corners of tbe roof. The pole may 
be made of a single piece of four-inch 
galvanized pipe, set in a concrete base. 
In this case the house should be a 
cylinder and the roof a cone. 


Bach 
spring before birds return 


from the South all filth-.'and litter 
should be carefully removed from bird 
houses. 
In addition to the relics of 


previous occupancy, houses are likely 
to contain cocoons of insects, and 
nests of bees or squirrels. Attention 
to this one item of spring cleaning is 
a substantial factor In attaching birds 
permanently to their houses. A litt'e 
sulphur scattered about a house is a 
good remedy for parasites. , When 
bluebirds .or swallows take possession 
of a martin house it is a good plan to 
put up a one-room house in the vicin- 
ity and. remove the nest from the mar- 
tin house. Interlopers, thus evicted, 
often transfer their, housekeeping to 
the small house. Houses designed for 
woodpeckers should always have an 
inch or so of sawdust in the bottom 
for the reception of. .eggs, as wood- 
peckers do not gather, nest, materials. 
Due attention should be given to re- 
pairs. It is easier to keep houses in 
good order than to build new ones.

which a careful landlord will try to 
guard them. 
Among .hese is the 


English sparrow, whose persistent at- 
tacks too often drive: more:desirable 
bird's away from their nests and from 
the neighborhood. 
European star- 


lings, which at present are not dis- 
tributed beyond a narrow strip of the 
Atlantic coast region .centering about 
New York, are to be condemned for 
their pernicious interference with na- 
tive house birds.

F. A. Hyde, Land Speculator, Recently 


Released 
From 
Federal 
Prison, 


Does Great Work Among His 


Fellow Convicts. 


Atlanta, Ga.—When Frederick A. 


Hyde, sixty-seven years old, million- 
aire land dealer and former president 
of the board of education of San Fran- 
cisco, left 
the 
federal 
penitentiary 


here, after serving 1C months, bis ilrst 
statement was that those months bad 
been the most useful of his whole life. 
He added that he would return to his 
home In California, where his wife, 
daughter and, three sons are walling 
for him, not afraid to look any man in 
the face. 


"Not 
only have these 16 months 


been the most useful In my career," 
said Hyde, "but this period has been 
the happiest of my life, and I have de- 
rived moro good from my work at the 
prison than at any other time." 


Sentence Is Commuted. 


Hyde was imprisoned in December, 


1913, after one of the most sensational 
court battles in the history of tho 
country. 
He was sentenced to serve 


two years for alleged conspiracy In 
land frauds, but tho sentence was 
commuted by President Wilson. 


At 
the 
penitentiary Hyde was 


known among his fellow prisoners as 
the "angel convict," because of his 
work to bettor tho conditions of the 
other prisoners, especially those who 
were poor. 
He was assigned to the 


prison newspaper, Good Works, and 
in the performance of his duties was 
allowed to go to all parts of the 
prison and mingle with all the con- 
victs. 


From the first he took an Interest 


in their welfare. He found that base- 
ball and a few worn-out movie films 
were the only amusements in the 
prison. He laid out plans for a com- 
plete athletic field which, with money 
furnished by himself, was constructed 
by Hyde and his fellow prisoners. 


Great Work In Prison, 


Hyde's greatest work-in tho prison 


was with the unfortunate men who 
finished their terras but looked upon 
freedom 
with 
no pleasure because 


He Went to All Parts of the Prison. 


they were without friends or money 
to make a new start in life. To hun- 
dreds' of these Hyde gave encourage- 
ment and money, in many cases fur- 
olsbed them with sufficient funds to 
re-establish themselves In business; 


One of Hyde's philanthropies in the 


prison was the establishment of a li- 
brary. 
He bought hundreds of valu- 


able books with his own money and 
donated them to the prison. 


Hyde's conviction followed an in- 


vestigation 
by 
former 
President 


Roosevelt, through Detective William 
J. Burns, into alleged land frauds on 
the Pacific coast. Hyde and his busi- 
ness associates in San Francisco, 
where he was very prominent in 
social and civic life, declare that he 
never defrauded the government out 
of a dollar, but that his violation of 
the law was purely technical.

Bird Houses and How to Bxiild Them 


r...rborn. A..l..»ot Biologist B^r..^ of Biological Surv.y 


IRDS may be gathered 
about us In ail seasons 
of the year with ease and 
certainty merely by of- 
fering what they desire. 
In winter they are often 


pushed for food, and if we supply this 
need they will report daily at the 
lunch counter and help to relieve tho 
tedium of our indoor life. 
In sum- 


mer they care lean for food provided 
by their human friends, and other 
means must be sought to attract them 
abour tho home. 
They appreciate 


fresh water for bathing and drinking. 
A shallow pool of varying depth, If 
only a foot across, becomes on hot 
days a center of attraction for all 
the birds in the vicinity, and it may 
bo mado with little effort and mate- 
rial; only a small amount of cement is 
required, /jr, if that be lacking, a pan 
with stones in It set in tho ground 
will be equally serviceable. 
Trees, 


shrubs and vines bearing fruit rel- 
ished by birds are great attractions in 
their season. 


Birds are desirable about premises

A few years ago only four species 


wero commonly regarded as house 
birds—thu house wren, the bluebird, 
tho tree swallow, and the martin. 
Since tho movement to protect birds 
and make neighbors of them began, 
however, their natures and needs 
havo become better understood, and it 
IB now known that many other species 
-will 
avail 
themselves 
of 
houses 


constructed for them by their human 
friends. The practice of erecting bird 
houses In this country, while now na^ 
tion-wide, is not so common 
and 


uniformly distributed as it should be, 
und more extended provisions of this 
nature cannot fail to result in a 
largely Increased number of house 
birds. 
The habit of nesting in bird houses 


has been adopted by individuals of 
many species which would not ordi- 
narily be expected to make use of 
such homes, and this may be taken as 
an Indication that it will become more 
general from year to year as facilities 
are afforded and as the number of 
birds hatched In houses Increases. 


That western wrens and bluebirds 


should take as naturally to artificial 
shelters as did their eastern relatives 
was to be expected. On the other 
hand, the use of houses by birds 
which until recently had persistently 
Ignored them is surprising and must 
be considered a victory for those -who 
have studiously attempted to enlarge 
their circle of feathered neighbors. 


Woodpeckers, nuthatches, and tit- 


mice excavate 
their 
own 
houses, 


usually new ones each year, leaving 
the 'old homes to less capable archi- 
tects. 
Builders of artificial houses 


generally go to the woodpecker for 
designs, and by varying styles to suit 
tho tastes of different kinds of birds, 
have been rewarded by such tenants 
as chickadees, tufted titmice, white- 
breasted nuthatches, Berwick and Car- 
olina wrens, violet-green 
swallows, 


crested 
flycatchers, screech 
owls, 


sparrow hawks, and even some of the 
woodpeckers, the master 
builders 


themselves. 
Flickers readily accept 


houses built according to their stand- 
ards. 
Red-headed and golden-frontec 


woodpeckers are willing occupants ot 
artificial houses, and even the downy

The number of house birds may be 


still further augmented as time goes 
on. All of the commoner woodpeck- 
ers are likely to be included, as are 
several of the small owls and wrens, 
and a few of the wild ducks, as the 
golden-eye. The wood duck is already 
known to use nesting boxes. Houses 
set close to streams in the western 
mountains will probably be occupied 
by ousels or dippers. Florida grackles 
sometimes) breed in nicker boles and 
may be expected to occupy houses 
now and then. In every locality bav- 
ng trees there is a group of birds 
ready to appropriate bouses wben 
they have the opportunity. 


House birds differ decidedly in their 


requirements. 
For those wbicb usu- 


ally excavate homes for themselves, 
the diameter for the entrance and the 
depth and diameter of the cavity 
must be in accord with tbeir specific 
standards. 
Some birds are satisfied 


with almost any sort of a lodging. 
Bluebirds and wrens, for example, are 
content to build in tomato cans, al- 
though chickadees and nuthatches 
disdain them. Wood is a better build- 
,ng material than metal or earthen- 
ware. Entrance boles should be coun- 
tersunk from the outside to exclude 
rain. 
Heads of nails and screws 


should be set rather deeply and cov- 
ered with putty. All houses should 
be easy to open for cleaning. 
A 


perch at the entrance is unnecessary 
and may even be an objection, as it 
is frequently used by English spar- 
rows while they twitter exasperating- 
ly to more desirable occupants. To 
provide for proper ventilation a row 
of small holes is sometimes bored 
just beneath the eaves, but there 
should never be a ventilating hole 
lower than the entrance, and joints 
should be made tight, as drafts of air 
are dangerous. In case there is dan- 
ger that rain may be driven in through 
the door, a small drainage hole, which 
will be covered by the nest, may be 
made in the middle of the floor. 


The appearance and durability of 


houses are improved by a coat of 
paint. 
A neutral shade of green or 


gray is suitable £or houses mounted 
in trees, while those on poles, being 
conspicuously 
pjaced, 
lend 
them- 


selves harmoniously to the landscape 
when painted white. 


Possibilities in the way of impro- 


vising bird houses with very little work 
are suggested In this article. 
Ordi- 


nary tomato cans arranged as nests 
will quickly be tenanted by wrens and 
bluebirds. The cans ought always to 
be placed in shaded places, as the 
metal becomes very hot in the sun. 


Bird houses in the southern slates 


have long been made from gourds. 
The entrance is in the side and a 
drain bole in the bottom, as shown in 
figure 4. A piece of wire through the 
neck for mounting it completes the 
house. A number of gourds thus pre- 
pared and strung on a pole seems to 
make a satisfactory tenement house 
for a colony o£ martins. 
Used singly 


they are equally well adapted to 
wrens and bluebirds. 
"While gourds 


are not durable when exposed to the 
-weather they are easily replaced. 


Ordinary wooden boxes, if clean, 


can be made into bird houses by 
merely nailing on a cover and cutting 
out an entrance hole.

shifts are rarely weatherproof and are

never pleasing to the eye. 
Branches 


containing real 
woodpecker holes, 


when obtainable, are perhaps the 
best attraction that can be offered 
most house hirds in th- breeding sea- 
son 
By carefully fitting such a 


branch to a fruit or shade tree its 
foreign origin will scarcely be noticed. 


A good house may be mr.de from 


a log or large branch, hollowed by de- 
cay, if it is fitted with a top and bot- 
tom 
Tho cover should be put on 


after the log is fastened into place. 
Either the top or bottom should be 
removable. Another way of making 
a Jog house is to split a straight- 
grained log two feet or more in length 
through the middle and then to cut 
out a cavity with a gouge. The exca- 
vations in the two halves can he 
made to match exactly by means of * 
pattern or template having the size 
and shape desired for the proposed 
cavity through the plnne of cleavage. 
The top of this house should be cov- 
ered with tin or zinc to keep out 
moisture. The halves should be fasl 
tened together to be taken apart and 
cleaned. Phoebes like to nest about 
buildings, and a simple shelf under . 
the roof of a porch or shed is all they 
require. 
A nest 
shelter 
designed to be 


placed 
in 
shrubbery for 
catbirds, 


brown thrashers and song sparrows 
requires little lumber or labor, and 
one may well be placed in every patch 
of weeds or brush frequented by these 
birds. Fastened to a large horizontal 
branch or in a crotch of a tree it :s 
likely to be used by robins. 


birds and wrens also like this kind of 
a house, but they prefer one with a 
rather deep cavity. 
In building a 


bouse for flickers it should be ao 
arranged that the roof can bo lifted 
in the same way as a stopper Is re- 
moved from a bottle. A house suit- 
able for members of the woodpecker 
family may also be used for nut- 
hatches, titmice and chickadees. 


A house designed for wrens and 


house finches may be placed on a 
tree or fence post. 
It should be at- 


tached near the eaves of a building.

hou.se is exposed to strong winds it 
may be advisable to attach guy wires 
to corners of the roof. The pole may 
be made of a single piece of four-Inch 
galvanized pipe, set in a concrete base. 
In this case the house should be a 
cylinder and the roof a cone. 


Each spring before birds return 


from the South all filth and litter 
should be carefully removed from bird 
houses. In addition to the relics of 
previous occupancy, houses are likely 
to contain cocoons of Insects, and 
nests of bees or squirrels. Attention 
to this one item of spring cleaning Is 
a substantial factor in attaching birds 
permanently to their houses. A little 
sulphur scattered about a house is a 
good remedy for parasites. 
When 


bluebirds or swallows take possession 
of a martin house it is a good plan to 
put up a one-room house In the vicin- 
ity and. remove the nest from the mar- 
tin house. Interlopers, thus evicted, 
often transfer their housekeeping to 
the small house. Houses designed for 
woodpeckers should always have an 
inch or so of sawdust In the bottom 
for the reception of eggs, as wood- 
peckers do not gather nest materials. 
Due attention should be given to re- 
pairs. It is easier to. keep houses in 
good order than to build new ones. 


Birds have, numerous enemies from 


which a careful landlord will try to 
guard them. 
Among .hese is the 


English sparrow, whose persistent at- 
tacks too often drive more desirable 
bird's away from their nests and from 
the neighborhood. 
European star- 


lings, which at present are not dis- 
tributed beyond a narrow strip of the 
Atlantic coast region centering about 
New York, are to be condemned for 
their pernicious interference with na- 
tive house birds.

He laid out plans for a. com- 
plete athletic field which, with money 
furnished by himself, was constructed 
by Hyde and his follow prisoners.

He Went to All Parts of the Prison. 
they were without friends or money 
to make a new start In life. To hun- 
dreds of these Hyde gave encourage- 
ment and money, in many cases fur- 
nished them with sufficient funds to 
re-establish themselves In business. 


One of Hyde's philanthropies in the 


prison was the establishment of a li- 
brary. 
He bought hundreds of valu- 


able books with his own money and 
donated them to the prison. 


Hyde's conviction followed an In- 


vestigation 
by 
former 
President 


Roosevelt, through Detective William 
J. Burns, into alleged land frauds on 
the Pacific coast. Hyde and his busi- 
ness associates in San 
Francisco, 


where he was very prominent in 
social and civic life, declare that he 
never defrauded the government out 
of a dollar, but that his violation of 
the law was purely technical.

I venture.to suggest some things 


that have been overlooked in the 
hurry to, complete :distance .in road- 
making, namely.: 


I 
That these roads to be properly 


started should be made with a wider 
base, not less than 35 feet across the 
top at any place, bridges and culberts 
also to be according to this-measure- 
ment, thus affecting'a uniform hand- 
some roadbed everywhere, all to be 
finished out, 
every foot of it, to 35 


feet in width, suitable provisions be- 
ing made for gutters or other means 
of drainage, so that- the Roadbed 
shall at all times be kept dry and 
firm for the full width; starting with 
material for construction to Insure 
absolute durability, even for centu- 
ries with moderate repairs.

By this plan, all weeds which are 


a source of serious cost to the farmer 
would be preventable. There would 
be no seeds to blow from highways 
into the farm to cause many years 
oT trouble and expense to the fanners.

A safe plan to preserve life in this

prominently 
placed around

curves, at least two feet, high with 
suitable Inscription upon the opposite 
side such as "Go Slow," "Danger." 
These to he painted, in large letters 
with phosphoric paint, that enables 
them to be seen at night,as well, and 
drivers warned of danger. 


The highway should be divided into 


sections similar to the Plan of steam 
railways, and a competent man ap- 
pointed to take charge of their sec- 
tions, doing ordinary .repairs on the 
surface roadbed, also to see that all 
drainage is operating and clear. 


A suggestion for comfort is to 


plant along the exposed sunny places 
or strips, trees of fruit or native local 
trees planted; on either side close to 
the roadway gutter line, and about 
lifty feet apart. 


This in brief is the plan, and I be- 


lieve the money thus spent is much 
better than that largely followed plan 
low of doing a narrow strip in the

These, being separated were piled in 
layers. 
The second layer was placed 


at right angles to and above the 
first and sometimes a third over the 
second. 
Heavy pressure was then 


applied, and the layers were iirmly 
cemented into a fair article of paper. 
No gum other than what was con- 
tained in the plant itself was used 
in the process. 
The papyrus was 


very much stronger than the average 
paper made by the modern mach/nes. 
The sheets were commonly from six 
to twelve inches square.

DUKE D'ABRUZZI WINS FIGHT 


Three Austrian Ships Reported Sunk 


—Francis Joseph's Aviators Begin

May 26.—Italy has struck her first 
blow against Austria by throwing a 
force of cavalry across the border near 
Strass, In the Austrian Tyrol, accord- 
ing to an official statement made pub- 
lic.

Italy.

The explosion of bombs in Venice 


caused great excitement, and it was at 
first reported that the Austrian fleet 
had arrived to bombard the city.

Washington, May 
25. — Secretary 


Bryan on Saturday ordered the termin- 
ation of the 
unofficial negotiations 


which have been in progress be- 
tween the United States and Great 
Britain with reference to cotton and 
dyestutfs. 


Two reasons prompted this action 


on the part of the secretary of state— 
first, he objected to certain phrases in 
British notes, which indicated that 
the London government was seeking 
to lend an official character to the ne- 
gotiations, thereby obtaining Ameri- 
can recognition of the validity of the 
British orders in council against which 
a strong protest was made. Second, 
the administration deemed It Inexpedi- 
ent to be placed In the position of ac- 
quiescing officially in British practice 
respecting American trade while at 
the same time malting stiff demands 
upon Germany in connection with the 
Lusitania and other tragedies. 


The secretary believes the United 


States IB not bound by these unof- 
ficial negotiations. 


Rome.—While the general mobiliza- 


tion order will bring about 3,000,000 
men to the colors within a. month 
It is known that Italy will start the 
war with about 760,000 first line troops 
At the outbreak of the European war 
the Italian army consisted of 300,000 
men, 
the classes with the colors being

SCORES BURNED IN WRECK 


165 British Troops and Many Civilians 


• Perish In Rail Collision—Large

Carlisle, England, May 25.—One of 


the most disastrous wrecks ha the 
annals of British railroading took 
place on the Caledonian railway at 
Gretna, near this city, on Saturday, 
when three trains came into collision. 
One hundred and sixty-five soldiers 
and many civilians were killed. The 
total casualties probably will reach 
400, as the list of more or less serious- 
ly injured IB very numerous. 


One of the three trains was a troop 


train, another was a local and the 
third was the express from London 
to Glasgow. 


Fire broke out in the wreckage and 


added appallingly to the horror of 
the scene. 


Before the flre was put out many of 


the travelers pinned under the wreck- 
age of the cars and unable to make 
their escape were burned alive before 
the eyes of the powerless onlookers.

Emperor Francla Joseph Says Aus 


tria's Causo Just and Action of 


Italy Perfidy.

Vienna, via Berlin and Amsterdam, 


May 25.—Full responsibility for the 
war between Austria and Italy i- 
placed upon the Rome government la 
an imperial manifesto Issued by Em 
peror Francis Joseph. The aged rulor 
expresses his deep regret that hostili- 
ties should have been brought about 
between the former allies, but asserts 
that the cause of Austria is wholly 
just. 


"The Italian declaration of war Is a 


breach of faith," declares the emperor. 


The manifesto appeals to the peo- 


ple of Austria-Hungary to support the 
national honor. 


Emperor Francis Joseph also Issued 


a proclamation addressed to the army 
saying: 


"Soldiers of the empire: The king 


of Italy has declared war against me. 
An act of perfidy,, the like of which 
has1* never been known in history, has 
been committed by the king of Italy 
against both of his allies. After an 
alliance o£ thirty years Italy has aban- 
doned us to our dangers. Soldiers, 
your duty for your emperor and your 
fatherland lies plainly before you." 


Throughout this and other Austro- 


Hungarian cities, Sunday was a day 
of patriotic demonstrations.

speeches were delivered before the 
government buildings. 
Soldiers and 


officers were wildly cheered as they 
passed through the streets and great 
crowds, bearing the Austrian flag, 
marched through the city shouting 
"Down with Italy" and "Down with tho 
traitors."

SCORES BURNED_ IN WRECK 


165 British Troopo and Many Civilians 


- Perish In Rail Collision—Large 


Number Injured. 


Carlisle, England, May 25.—One of

"From this," writes tho Paris corre- 


spondent of tho Lancet, "a practical 
inference may be drawn concerning 
saliidn. After washing the salad aa 
usual, detaching each leaf, It should 
bo put into water acidulated with ten 
grams of vinegar to tho liter and re- 
main Immersed in this liquid tor about 
an hour and a quarter. 


"All vegetables ordinarily eaten un- 


cooked may he subjected without any 
inconvenience to the same process." 


A liter Is equivalent to about a quart 


and ten grams are equivalent to about 
a third of an ounce. So, If lettuce or 
other green for salad bo placed In 
water to which about one-third of an 
ounce of vinegar has Seen added and 
bo loft for about an hour and a quar- 
ter, all danger of typhoid fever will be 
removed.

This being the time of the year 


•when, the assessment of property for 
taxation Is being made and as there 
is considerable misapprehension in 
regard to the effect ol raising the as- 
sessment of a town, village or city 
the writer would like to make a few 
statements regarding the same. 


There has existed among some a 


belief that raising the assessment o 
a town cHy or village will cause a 
raise In ttu- UXIM of such town, clt 
or village 
This is, a mistaken opin- 


ion and cannot be emphasized too 
strongly, tt.i' a-.ses-.ias officers have 
no voice In determining the amount 
of tax to be raised. Only the electors 
at to-.vn and school district meetings 
villages and county boards, common 
councils and the state legislature can 
levy taxea. 
The sole object of the 


assesBiBBDt is to measure the propor- 
tion of the tax burden which each 
property owner shall bear. The ass- 
essor is the judge of the relative 
amount of tax that shall be bourne 
by each taxpayer within his assess- 
ment distr'ct. and the law has direct- 
ed hi HI to use as the guide to his 
judgment the full value of the tax- 
able property of each. The language 
of the law in plain and ju.st. In fact 
no othei method than full value ass- 
essment can or will reach equity 
Where an assessment district has 
been haung a low rate of assessment 
It In almost Invariably the case that 
some are assessed higher relatively 
to true value than others, but that 
when an assessor raises the assess 
ment of such district to full value, 
those unjust differences will disap- 
pear. 
To illustrate the fact that raising 


the assessment of a town will not 
raise the taxes, we will assume the 
total tax assessab'e to a town for all 
purposes is $5,000. 
This sum must 


be raised regardless of the amount 
of the assessment. If the assessment 
Is high the rate per cent of the tax is 
low, 
and if the assessment is low, 


the tax will be high, but the $5,00 
must be raised in any event. Increas- 
ed absessment therefore has no rela- 
tion to high taxe.s.

er to see which could make the lowest 
asbessment. 
County supervisors are 


certainly always too intelligent to be 
deceived by so cheap a subterfuge; 
on the contrary they always attempt 
(o reduce the valuation of all the dis- 
tricts to some common standard in 
apportioning state and county taxes. 
In the great majority of counties, per- 
haps eighty per cent of them, equali- 
zations are made according to the 
statistics of recorded sales so far as 
the real estate is concerned and on 
the recommendation of the assessor 
of income.) as to personal property. 
he having made personal inspection 
of such property in the different ass- 
essmant districts. In the few instanc- 
es where county boards disregaid 
those figures or do not adopt them 
fully there is no pretense of following 
local assessments. 


As the real estate comprises four- 


fifths of the entire value of taxable 
property in the county, while in the 
farming districts it is over six-sev- 
enths of the total value, it may be of 
interest to examine into the n-ethods

In collecting such 


statistics the statute requires .ill sales 
v.,nch "lor any reison appear to be 
unreliable or not servicable ' to ue re- 
lucted 
ruisuant to the authority 


conferred by this sccJon the las coni- 
mis-ilon secures a list of the rp"orde't 
tales IP every courty of the .stale 
each year and thus endeavors to se. 
lect therefrom those which show a 
normal consideration. 
As directed 


by the statutes all forced sa.t-s, sales 
between relatives, and those which 
h.clude personal property or appear 
lo be materially above or oslo-v the 
normal market are rejected. In short 
the commission alms lo use as a basis 
for computation only those sales in 
which the consideration represents 
the ordinary selling value of the prop" 
erty donveyed,. 
The consideration 


paid when the property is sold is then 
compared with the assessment there- 
of to ascertain the ratio of the assess- 
ment of this property to its selling 
value, and the ratio so obtained when 
applied to the total assessed valua- 
tion of the property of the district. 


To obviate errors resulting from 


an unusual condition of the market in 
any given year and to secure a larger 
number of sales, as well as a greater 
variety of assessments, a five year 
period is used, and the aggregate of 
all sa'es, selected as stated, compared 
with the aggregate assessments, ordi- 
narily yields a safe average. This is 
confirmed by experience in practically 
all assessments made by the commiss- 
ion.

Moved Pole and Wires. 


Moving an electric-light pole, with 


its burden of wires, waa the teat ac- 
complished recently by a Cleveland il- 
luminating company, which is regard- 
ed as novel from several standpoints 
In adding five feet to the width of St.

An Old Ambassador's Revelations of the 


Inner History of Famous Episodes 


Heretofore Cloaked in Mystery 


Chronicled by ALLEN UPWARD 


A SERAGLIO SECRET 


"It la a remarkable thing, this per- 


sistence of some hereditary feature in 
the members of a reigning house. The 
Hapsburg lip Is by no means the only 
iustance, thought it is, perhaps, the 
best known." 


We had been discussing the subject 


of heredity, and I had alluded to the 
prominent underlip which character- 
izes the members of the Austrian im- 
perial family. The ambassador absent- 
ly rolled up his table napkin in his 
hand and laid It down on the table, as 
he continued:

But there 
Is another case of a transmitted pe- 
culiarity In a royal race which Is even 
more remarkable, though from its na-

served, "i feel certain that you will 
be Indulgent enough to explain what it 
is that you refer to " 


The ambassador frowned with seri- 


ousness before replying: 


"The matter Is one of some delicacy, 


and my knowledge on the point was ac- 
quired under circumstances of a very 
distressing, and even horrible, nature. 
Still, if you really wish to hear this 
story, I do not know that there now 
exists any reason why I should not 
confide It to your discretion." 


"My dear ambassador! 
Before, I 


sufingly. 
"I am myself a man of 


strong imagination. Besides, your ex- 
cellency's reputation for exactness is> 
so well known." 


The ambassador bowed with compla- 


cence. 


"You 
wish me to proceed? It is 


well. 


"I made my way, as I have told you, 


into the Turkish quarter. Avoiding the 
region of the bazaars, which at this 
hour were closed, I turned my steps 


to that in which the pashas have 
lelr superb residences, a region In-

lank walls, with here and there a lit-

I was sauntering 


owly down one of these lanes when 
perceived in front of me, at a point 
•here the shadow of a tall ilex fell 
cross the white surface of the road,

interesting; now you are becoming 
positively fascinating. Let me entreat 
you to go on." 


"But this place is too warm," he ob 


Jected—we had been dining together 
in the Cafe Bruhl. "I propose that we 
take our coffee on the boulevard. I 
amuses me to sit among these Parl 
sians. and to imagine that I am a young 
man." 


"In fact, your excellency is one," 


replied, rising to accompany him—"a 
little disguised, perhaps." 


"I am sure of that," retorted tho am 


bassador, who, however, did not appea 
to be displeased. 


We came out into the open air an 


seated ourselves in front of a smal 
table with a marble surface, which 
waiter diligently wiped with his nap 
kin, before proceeding to bring us ou 
refreshments. 
The night was mild 


and the numerous lights of the bouU 
vard were muffled by a faint mis 
which softened the voices of the pass 
ersby. 
The ambassador leaned fo 


ward with one arm resting on th 
table, and his hat set back from hi 
forcbead. 


"It was on a night like this," he b 


gan, "only more close and sultry, tha 
1 had what is perhaps the most bizarr 
experience of my life. It was when 
was attached, in the capacity of seer 
tary. to our embassy In Constant 
uople. 


"It was at a time when the affairs 


Turkey were about to attract the a 
tention of the civilized world. Russ 
was already preparing to draw tl 
sword, and it was believed In some 
quarters that England would not con- 
sent to remain a passive spectator of 
tho struggle. 
The entire weight of 


France was being thrown into the 
scale to avert this contingency, and I 
have reason to believe that it was the 
services which I was able to render to 
the republic during this crisis which 
led to my being Intrusted with my lirst 
embassy. 


"Our desire, of course, was to keep 


Russia strong, to act as a restraint on 
Prussia; and in this task 1 found mv- 
self pitted against your celebrated 
minister, Lord Beaconsfleld. 
He was 


a great man, let me tell you, who suc- 
ceeded in obtaining for himself a 
European vogue second only to that of 
Bismarck. 
But of my labors in this 


direction I must not speak. 


"To return to the night which 1 


have already referred to: I had saun- 
tered out from the embassy quite late, 
and after walking through the streets 
of Pera for an hour, I was seized by an 
impulse to cross over the Golden Horn 
and explore old Stamboul. It was per- 
haps a rash proceeding at such a time, 
but I had accustomed myself to these 
nocturnal rambles, in which, for great- 
er safety, I wore a Mohammedan cos- 
tume. 


"Doubtless, you have read those de- 


lightful 'Arabian Nights,' and can fig- 
ure to yourself the enchantment ol 
wandering through an Eastern city in 
the silent hours, when the moonlight 
falls softly on the tapering minarets 
and on the high walls of mysterious 
t-Ti-rioiK! In which veiled beauties re 


deavorlng to make out the nature of 
he object which had attracted these 
larnivorous brutes. As I got nearer 


perceived It to be a slipper of the 


pattern usually worn in Turkey. My 
curiosity was now strongly roused. I 
itepped into the midst of the growling 
curs, and drove them off with a few 
ilows of a stick which I carried. Then 


stooped down to pick up this mys- 


terious object. 


"No sooner had my hand touched 


t than I started back with a veritable 
thrill of horror. The slipper contained 
a human foot! 


My first impulse on making this ter- 


rible discovery was to tuin and fly 
from the place. But a dreadful fasci- 
nation, which I could not overcome, 
rooted me to the spot, and even com- 
pelled me to make a closer examina- 
tion.

"Of one fact I was, now positively as-

"As soon as morning had come, the 


news of what had taken place was all 
over Constantinople. 
It did not take 


the diplomatists in Pera wholly by sur- 
prise. For some time past Abdul-Aziz 
bad been unpopular with his subjects. 
To him had been attributed the mis- 
fortunes which were gathering round 
Turkey, and which seemed to threaten 
the dissolution of the empire. 
There 


had been more than one armed out- 
break In the capital, ministry after 
ministry had been set up only to be 
thrown down, and a feeling of unrest 
was In all men's minds. 


"It appeared that this state of things 


had culminated In the meeting of a 
secret council of the great pashas at 
the serasklerate, which Is, as you are 
aware, the headquarters ot the army. 


"The council had been called sud- 


denly, in the dead of night, by Me- 
hemed Rushdi Pasha, the grand vizier, 
but for whom, it was said, the revolu- 
tion would have taken place before.

Thereupon, the agentc 
of the conspiracy received their or 
dcrs, the palace was surrounded with 
troops, and the men-of-war, which . 
had seen illuminated, prepared to cu 
off all egress on the water side. 


"These 
arrangements 
completed 


messengers were sent secretly into the 
quarter of the palace In which Me 
hemed Murad Effendl, the sultan's 
nephew, was kept a prisoner by his 
suspicious uncle. 
The 
prince was 


smuggled out in safety, escorted to thi 
seraskierate, and there proclaimed a: 
sultan, to the sound of a hundred guns 


"In this way was the monarch of a 


ialace, who will be admitted to a sight 
f the dead body, and given every fa- 
•Ility for satisfying himself as to the 
acts/ 


"This sounded sufficiently correct 


My chief turned to me with a look ot 
nquiry, and I at once volunteered to 
accompany Suleiman Bey to the Dol- 
mabacheh palace and make the in- 
quiries which the grand vizier invited. 


"Accordingly, after going to my own 


room for a moment, with a purpose 
which you will readily understand, I 
eft with the bey and quickly arrived 
at the scene of the imperial tragedy. 


"The streets, it is needless to say, 


were lined with people, all of them 
wearing exultant and fierce looks, 
which were not rendered more amiable 
by the sight ot a Giaour being admit- 
ted through the palace gates. How- 
ever, a very strong force ot troops 
md been brought together by the 
vizier with a promptness which In It- 
self was capable of an evil interpreta-

I will en- 
gage to keep the affair a secret from 
every living soul, merely asking in re- 
turn that you will use your influence 
on behalf of French interests in the 
questions which are now under discus- 
sion between the powers." 


"He heard me out with great atten- 


tion, looking at me all the while as it 
to ascertain how much I really knew 
or suspected. When I had finished he 
observed: 


" 'But suppose I tell you I am in 


reality as ignorant as yourself of the 
cause of this strange mutilation?' 


"I returned a sarcastic smile. 
" 'I should answer that I myself am 


not altogether ignorant on the point, 
as you will perhaps believe when I 
show you this object, which I discov- 


favors. and pretended to let him Into 
my inmost thoughts. 


" 'Meanwhile I was engaged In se- 


cretly 
collecting 
through 
various 


sources a body of fresh slaves, who 
could have no communication with the 
old ones, and on whom, therefore, I 
felt I might rely.

great empire dethroned, and his crown 
given to another, without the loss of: 
a single life, and with hardly a com- 
motion in the street.

"Constantinople was settling down 


again after its excitement, and I was 
beginning to believe that nothing more 
would happen, when the news of the 
catastrophe arrived.

Bey reached the French embassy, and 
as the ambassador had no secrets from 
me, I remained while he delivered his 
message. He appeared much agitated, 
a thing which is most unusual in an 
oriental. 


"The ambassador and I were, of 


course, overwhelmed by the announce- 
ment which he made to us. While the 
Bey was speaking my chief glanced 
at me, and I read in his eyes the sus- 
picion which had already formed itself 
in my own mind. This sudden death 
of an inconvenient and 
dangerous 


nriaoner was an event which it was 


made by some pointed instrument. The 
scissors with which, according to Said 
Pasha, the unfortunate monarch had 
taken his life lay, still caked with 
blood, upon a small table by the head 
of the corpse. 


" 'His majesty,' explained the pasha, 


'sent across to hia mother early this 
morning—as soon as he had risen, In 
fact—for these scissors, on the pre- 
text that he wished to trim his beard 
No sooner had he received them than 
he appears to have retired into this 
room, where he was not likely to be 
disturbed by his attendants for some 
time. It was two hours before his 
strange absence excited attention. A 
search was Instituted, and he was dis- 
covered lying in the posture which 
you see, with an immense pool of blood 
upon the floor, In which these scissors 
were lying.' 


"While the pasha was giving us this 


explanation I had withdrawn a little 
apart from the others, and was closely 
examining this corpse, which repre- 
sented the monarch of a vast empire. 
As my eyes traveled slowly over the 
object on the divan, they were sudden- 
ly arrested by an extraordinary fea- 
ture. 


"I have said that the lower part of 


the body was covered by an embroid- 
ered cloth. You will easily picture to 
yourself the folds which this drapery 
would naturally have assumed in rest- 


stern glance, 'was rendered remarka- 
ble by a certain deformity—1 


"'Ah!' ' 
"He sprang to his feet and clutched 


at his beard, while he paced the room 
with irregular strides. I watched him 
keenly. Presently he turned to me 
with a searching gaze.

meanor o'f the mob since his death has 
been announced.

The 
truth of the matter is, however, differ- 
ent. 


'During the last years of his reign, 


the sultan was guilty of outraging his 
subjects in the Mussulman's most sa- 
cred feelings. 
He had acquired the 


custom of going out from his palace at 
night, dressed in some mean disguise, 
and wandering through the streets in 
search of adventures. 
In so far' he 


may have proposed to himself the 
model of the caliph of Bagdad, but un- 
like Haran the just, his adventures 
were all of a certain kind. 


'"Although this was known to me, 


and I had frequently tendered to him 
my respectful warnings on the sub- 
ject, I had, nevertheless, done my best 
to repress the seditions which his con- 
duct continually provoked. 
My col- 


leagues in the ministry will bear wit- 
ness that I have on all occasions stood 
between Abdul-Aziz and the conse- 
quences ot his folly. Had I listened to 
the solicitations which were addressed 
to me, he would have been dethroned 
long ago. But I was loyal to my mas- 
ter, and up to last night I had believed 
that he was not ungrateful. 


" 'A month or two ago I made an 


addition to my harem In the person of 
a Georgian lady, of distinguished birth 
and brilliant accomplishments, 
and 


who was, besides, strikingly beautiful. 
Knowing the disposition of the sultan, 
I had imported her with the greatest 
precautions, through a merchant who 
Is devoted to me. She was brought 
up the Golden Horn in a covered gal- 
ley, and carried to my residence in a 
closely curtained litter. I carefully re- 
frained from boasting of my acquisi- 
tion to my friends, and warned Deka- 
poulous (the merchant) to be equally 


" 'As I approached the postern I 


heard loud cries, and a group of men 
came rushing away down the road. I 
noticed that they were supporting one 
in the center, who was closely wrapped 
up, and who appeared to be unable to 
walk by himself. I also observed that 
the gate from which they were hasten- 
ing was standing an inch or two ajar. 
The next moment it was flung wide 
open, and my men streamed out in 
iflirsult of the fugitives. 


" ' A secret intuition warned me to 


restrain them, and to let that veiled 
Ilgure go in safety. Filled with vague 
forebodings, I led the way inside, and 
as soon as the door was closed and 
locked, I made them toll me what had 
taken place. 


" 'It appears that immediately after 


my own departure the head eunuch, on 
whom I had so blindly relied, had gone 
out by the postern gate alone. At the 
end of an hour he returned, letting 
himself in with the key with which he 
was intrusted.

" 'Hardly was he well within tho 


door when the slaves whom I had post- 
ed, carried away by their zeal, rushed 
forward to take him. Ho turned to 
flee, and would have escaped entirely 
had not some one in the confusion 
pushed the door to In time to catch 
him by the left foot. 


" 'His friends outside began fran- 


tically attacking the door to release 
him, and then it was that one of the 
slaves, fearing that the intruder would 
get clear away, gave a sudden blow 
with his sword and cut clean through 
the ankle with one stroke.
